All pieces are by contemporary American artists 
and date from 1960 to the present. Otherwise, 
only the Friends bind these works together to 
form a comprehensive collection of collections. 
The Exhibition shows the group’s vitality, its vari¬ 
ety, its sensitivity, and its enthusiasm for artistic 
endeavor. Through this most important anniver¬ 
sary year show, we see that Friends stand for 
artistic spirit and integrity. As the Friends cele¬ 
brate their 20th anniversary, the Gallery cele¬ 
brates the Friends.

Reflections on the Pleasures of Collecting 

The joys and satisfactions of collecting art are 
sufficiently numerous and varied to offset the less 
noble aspects ascribed to it by cynics, such as the 
gratification of the acquisitive instinct and the desire 
for ostentation. 

To the true collector there is the excitement of 
the chase, the exhilaration of success when a de¬ 
sired item is snared at auction or in a gallery, and 
the ever growing pleasure of living with the collec¬ 
tion. There is the enriching opportunity to learn 
about the artist and his work, to develop and refine 
one’s taste, to eliminate works that pall or that pale 
against their rivals, to watch the collection grow in 
number and quality. There is the challenge of ar¬ 
ranging the paintings and sculpture to their best 
advantage and for the most pleasing effect. There 
is the happiness of sharing the collection with oth¬ 
ers, either at home or by loans to museums. And 
ultimately there is the potential to preserve the fruits 
of a lifetime hobby by donations to a museum, uni¬ 
versity or other public institution. 

While I would not give as much importance to 
the investment significance of a collection as to the 
far more rewarding attributes summarized above, 
one cannot deny that in recent years art of high 
quality has appreciated in value more than the more 
traditional investment media such as securities, real 
estate and commodities. 

I suggest that these observations are as ap¬ 
plicable to such collectibles as furniture, silverware, 
coins and stamps, as they are to paintings, drawings, 
prints and sculpture.

The Art of Collecting 


Patterns of collecting are as different as indi¬ 
viduals and institutions. In my case, I have always 
felt strongly that great art should be available to all 
rather than be hidden away for the benefit of the 
fortunate few. For that reason, my collections travel 
throughout the world as emissaries of peace and 
international understanding. 

My collecting has developed in stages as I 
have put together my different collections. The first 
collection I formed was a decorative arts collection 
brought out of Russia in the 1920s and since dis¬ 
persed; the second, of Flemish and Dutch masters, 
was formed as a study collection and has been given 
to the University of Southern California for that pur¬ 
pose. With these two experiences as a foundation, I 
have now formed a third collection of masterpieces 
over the past ten years and added a fourth collec¬ 
tion of more than five thousand works by Honore 
Daumier, reportedly the largest Daumier Collection 
in private hands. 

My goals as a collector are first, to select a 
work that pleases me; second, to acquire a well doc¬ 
umented work that is among the finest available by 
that artist; third, to find a work that can withstand the 
tests of experts and conservators; and finally, it is 
my goal to build a collection of paintings, drawings 
and watercolors from the Renaissance to the twenti¬ 
eth century that could without question hang in the 
world’s major museums. 

I have always enjoyed collecting and particu¬ 
larly collecting art. It enables me to connect myself 
with something immortal, something that has sur¬ 
vived the centuries. By caring for what I collect, I 
feel that I am preserving something for posterity. But 
my greatest joy is to turn my so-called “private” col¬ 
lection into a very public one by sponsoring exhibi¬ 
tions of these masterpieces in museums throughout 
the world.
